We desire, that our church, through all its agencies preach unqualified 
loyalty to our government and allits powers; supporting our democratic institu 
tions of government through our several political parties, supporting without 
equivocation our constitution with all its amendmeents, and abolishing dis 
loyalty and bolshevism. i 

We are proud of the Cenienary movement and believe that our General 
Conference acted wisely in conserving all the energies that the Centenary 
brought forth. 

We believe in the gospel of the Inter Church World Movement, and 
commend our authorities in Methcdism for not deserting the enterprise. We 
believe that the laymen of all denominations desire to carry out the vtsion 
presented by the Inter Church World Movement and pray that the day may 
soon come when protestantism may be united in a coordinate effort to preach 
and teach the gospel of Christ unto all men.

REPORTS 


DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 
La Grande District 


BISHOP BURNS AND BRETHERN OF THE CONFERENCE: 

The year just closed passes into history as a period of socia] unrest and 
commercial reaction. Readjustment has been the keynote in every line of 
activity. Our work upon the La Grande District has been no exception . Nine 
out of twenty three charges have undergone changes of one sort Or another in 
ministerial supply during the year. 

Alicel was served for eight months by C. E. Trueblood and all was well 
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but. owing to incidental personal matters, Brother Trueblood felt that it 
would be advisable for him to retire and requested to be relieved. A letter to 
the committee on Conference Relations indicates his desire, and reflects only 
the kindest spirit and good will. 

Imbler and Summerville were under the pastoral care of E. O. Clay until 
May ist, after which the charge felt they could no longer carry the financial 
responsibility which had been assumed. With our consent Brother Clay re 
linquished the work and secured remunerative employment with the O. W. R. 
& N. Company, in order to provide for the needs of his family. He asks for a 
small appointment where he can preach Sunday afternoons in order that he 
may continue at his post until certain financial obligations are met. 

Flora and Paradise, for three years under the care of N. H. Lines, has 
been struggling with adverse financial conditions due to crop failures; and 
when we visited them in July, it was arranged by common agreement, that 
Brother Lines should be excused for the balance of the year, and he was 
acsigned to Imbler, Summerville and Alicel. This plan cared temporarily for 
two vacant charges. The three points have now agreed to form a permanent 
circuit, and ask for the return of Brother Lines. 

Jordan Valley was without a pastor until November 17th at which time 
ai local preacher from Kansas, W. H} Hllis, agreed to undertake this isolated 
field.. He braved the long stage trip in the dead of. winter, caught a serious 
cold, and after a spell of sickness and several disagreeable experiences, by 
our advice decided to take work upon the railroad, and was assigned to Har 
per circuit. R. J. L. McKelvey, a member of the Oregon Conference has sup 
plied the field since spring subject to his transfer which wil] doubtless be com 
ple ed at this session. Conditions at Jordan valley, both temporal and spirit 
ual, are the most promising they have been for many years: 

Harper, Westfall and Riverside were vacant until’ about January lst 
when Brother Ellis toek up the field. Small classes have been organized 
with eight or ten members each at Harper’and Riverside; a small parsonage 
provided at Harper, and the work is in a hopeful condition. Harper is grow 
ing rapidiy on account of the newly discovered commercial value of the almost 
jinexhaustable deposits of diatomaceous earth by which it is surrounded. The 
new mill erected there will soon employ 300 men according to the Malheur 
county paper. Large portions of this valley will also be greatly improved by 
the irrigation water now made available by the completion:of the great Warm 
Springs dam on the Malheur River near Riverside. 

Huntington was plunged into regret and deep emotion, when L. F. Smith 
was obliged, on account of frail health of his wife, to give up the work there 
about July ist. Brother I. L. Bruggman, a local preacher from Payette, has 
supplied the word creditably since that time. Huntington is on its feet and 
offers a rare opportunity fior social service to the right man. 

Nyssa, left to be supplied at our last session has been well served by 
W. W. Deal of Nampa, a Supernumerary member of this body. By mutual 
agreement with Superintendent Ewing, N. E. Hershey was moved from Apple 
Valley to Prairie City, and Apple Valley joined Nyssa in sanctimonial bonds, 
to the improvement and edification cf all concerned. We have been very an 
xious to secure the full time of a high grade man for this important rural work 
because of its unusual opportunities, but thus far have not laid hands on the 
right man. 

Prairie City was glad to welcome Brother Hershey, after their brief 
period of uncertainty and quoting from literature “have lived happily ever 
after. “They are projecting plans for a new church and desire Brother Her 
shey’s return. 

Sumpter Circuit had no pastor until the middle of December. when we 
secured the services of C. B. Auger of Montana, who gave excellent satis 
faction until] he felt obliged to return to his own conference in April. By 
Centenary aid we have cleared the indebtedness of the Sumpter church, and 
by satisfying the claims of Brother Winters, our predecessor, have secured 
the transfer of the commodious little parsonage unincumbered into the hands 
of the loca] church trustees. 

Being highly favored by the presence and gracious services of our Bishop 


Charles Wesley Burns, Sumpter saw its new Church formally dedicated on 
Sunday September 5th. The program was arranged by E!mer Grant Keith, 
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who having one month to spare between the termination of the office of Area 
Epworth League Secretary and the session of Conference, has been serving 
us as District Evangelist or Pastor at Large. Nine persons united with thse 
church on Dedication Sunday and abcut $300 was raised for improvements. 

The Pastoral supply situation upon the balance of the charges nas 
been regular and the men have been loyal, zealous and faithful. I wish I 
could find three suitable adjectives by which I could balance this paragraph 
with the tribute which is due to the ministers wives, but words fail me. I 
think the brethern will all agree that the balance should be counted in their 
favor. There was an advance in salaries over last year of about $3,000 and 
another advance of about $2,500 is contemplated by the estimating committees 
for the ensuing year. Nine of our important charges have made increases in 
their estimates, and not all have yet reported. 

Among notable accomplishments of the year should be mentioned, the 
new $3,000 parsonage at Haines, well financed and ready for occupancy; the 
remodeling of the parsonage at Baker into a practically new and modern resi 
dence; a substantial reduction of the debt at La Grande; the bringing up of 
the delinquent Centenary work at Joseph; an altogether unusual amount of 
community service rendered by our pastor at John Day and Canyon City, and 
splendid improvements upon Church and parsonage properties at Joseph, Hn 
terprise, Wallowa, Baker, North Powder and Vale. The reports will also show 
a high percentage of Centenary collections in nearly all of the charges. 


Women’s Organizations 


The reports of sixteen Ladies Aid Societies indicate that in addition to 
the perfectly splendid social work carried on by them in the several commun 
ities, these elect ladies have contributed more than $4,000 in cash to the budg 
ets of our churches. While the ideai condition would permit these organiza 
tions to do social work exclusively, yet as a practical matter of fact, in many 
charges they stand between the local Church and bankruptcy. We could not 
do without them all. In this year’s accomplishment the Joseph society stands 
first with $1,140, Baker City second with $758 and John Day and Canyon City 
third with $625 and Haines fourth with $558. 

Smaller amounts on smaller charges denote just as heroic servica. 
There should be a space in our Annual Conference blanks for the reports of 
our Ladies Aid. Societies. : 

The reports of the Women‘s Missionary Societies, will reveal a sub 
stantia] growth in membership and a corresponding increase in offerings. A 
notable advance has also been made in the extension of the work among the 
children and young people. 


Evangelism 


Nearly all of our pastors made some kind of special] evangelistic effort 
during the year. Three important charges were handicapped in their meet 
ings by a severe recurrence of the “Flu” epidemic during the winter. Several 
of the charges show a net increase of 25 per cent or more but the increase for 
the district will be somewhat below that proportion. 


Epworth League Institute 


The Wallowa Lake Epworth League Institute, dreamed of for many days 
became a reality July 22 to August 1st with a paid registration of 174, 82 in the 
classes, 32 Certificates granted, and 12 life service decision cards signud. 
The far reaching significance of such a meeting lies, as Dr. Guthrie expressed 
it, in “What it Starts.” We cannot give it adequate time or space here but 
mention it with tender gladness and profound emotion: Our Epworth Leagues 
are increasing in number and strength. Five Junior Leagues have been or 
ganized during the year. 


General Conference 


A deep interest upon the part of the District in a possible boundary 
adjustment, which it was felt would be beneficial to the church within our 
territory, caused them to make it possible for their District Superintendent 
to attend the sessions of the Genera] Conference of 1920. We gave ourselves 
assiduously to the task committed, but were unable, owing to the develop 
ment of formidable opposition in the form of counter memorials to secure the 
favorable action of the Committee. We were disappointed, of course, but are 
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somewhat mollified to know with what high regard our Idaho brethren esteem 
Our membehship in the Conference family. A number of the brethren should 
reflect that they owe us a debt of gratitude for having made possible for them 
a pleasant trip to the General Conference 


Welfare 


The families of our ministers have for the most part been well. There 
have been a few exceptions. The sad illness and final passing by death of 
Brother A. W. Roberts will be more fittingly mentioned in the Memorial Ser 
vice. The heart of Sister Young, wife of our host, was saddened last fall by 
the accidental injury and death of her mother in Canada; Mrs. C. C. Pratt 
also lost her mother by death in February; and the aged mother of E. E. 
Clower passed away in the Spring at their old home in lIowa. Mrs. Jas. 
Leitch, for five long months has suffered in a critical condition as the result 
of a stroke of paralysis. The devotion of Brother Leitch, as her constant at 
tendant, has been an evidence of marked conjugal fidelity. Except for one 
Sunday he has also filled his pulpit regularly. To observe a brother bearing 
up in such distress makes the ordinary vexations and hindrances of the pas 
torate seem like trifles. Brethren, “Wherefore let us take up the whole 
armour of God, that we may be able to stand firm in the day of battle, and 
having fought to the end, to remain victors upon the field.” The wife of Bro 
ther Hansen, our pastor at Cove, has also been seriously sick for a number of 
weeks but is gradually recovering. Wynne, eldest son of W. J. Luscombe, has 
recently been obliged to undergo another serious cranial operation, but is now 
hopeful of a complete recovery. Mrs. Luscombe also mourns the loss of her 
aged mother who passed away to the Great Beyond from England in January. 
Brother Smith writes me from Phoenix, Arizona that his wife is somewat im 
proved. The entire family of Brother L. A. Cook were victims of the Flu epi 
demic but all are in good health again. 

Aside from three weeks spent at DesMoines and two weeks at Wallowa 
Lake, we have given continuous attention to District Administration have 
preached one hundred times and given numerous other talks and occasional 
addresses. The usual amount of trave] and correspondence have character 
ized the task, and eighty two quarterly conferences have been held. The Wal 
lowa Lake Institute came in for its share of personal attention, and twelve 
other Conventions and important Committee meetings were attended. ‘The 
people of the District have everywhere treated me with extraordinary hospi 
tality and consideration, and the pastors have beén my friends and counsel 
lors. 





J have had one wedding, nine baptisms, have organized. two small 
societies, issued two Local Preacher’s licenses, and conducted one funeral. I 
em endeavoring to the best of my ability to cooperate fully with the Centen 
ary on Conservation and Advance and all the general Boards and Societies 
of the Church, furnishing them information, reports and mailing lists when 
called for. Bishop, I am convinced that because of its intimate contact with 
the vita] interests of the Church, my office rivals even the Episcopal office in 
the seriousness of its functions and the weight of its responsibilities. 
It might also be well to add that I cannot escape the conviction that your pre 
sent incumbent rattles around in the office considerably and with great fre 
quency; howbeit, take it all in all he is having a “rattling” good time trying 
to fill it just the same, and by your grace and the kind forebearance of the 
Methodists of Eastern Oregon, hopes to continue.

BRETHERN AND BISHOP: 

As I take up my pen to prepare this, my fourth annual report to the 
Idaho Conference, my heart is bleeding with the startling tidings of the 
sudden death of that staunch and stalwart soldier of the Cross, our beloved 
and highly respected Brother Johns, pastor at Wendell, Idaho. Death came 
as an arrow from the bow after a Sabbath given in faithful service to his King 
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At this moment I can only think of the lines by one who evidently understood 
the shock of such a summons: 


“No time for a last farewell, 
No time for the shock of fear, 
Scarcely a moment’s halt on the shore, 
With the guide of the boatman near— 
Dear, how surprised you were to go, 
With little to suffer, little to know. 


Only a moment of dark, 
A dream of the fleeting night, 
And then the beautiful break of day, 
And the quiet peace of light; 
And you found yourself where you longed to stand, 
In the repose of the fatherland.” 


With the exception of the death of Brother Johns, Death’s angel has not 
visited any of our parsonage homes this year. 

This morning, I am setting before me two tasks, first to attempt to give 
you some idea of conditions on the Pocatello District, as they are at this 
present time, and second to briefly outline what it seems to me should be our 
goal for the future days 

In outlining the conditions as they now are I shall not attempt to dis 
cuss each individual charge, I am taking it for granted that we will this 
Conference endeavor to find time for each Pastor to give an account of his 
own stewardship. 


Membership 


Last year Caen! our reports were in for the Idaho Conference we were 
confronted with the alarming situation that we had an actual decrease in the 
Sunday School of two. hundred ninety five, and a decrease of two hundred 
sixty six in the membership of our churches. The Centenary program chal 
lenged us in the face of these conditions to call a halt, about face and win en 
increase of twenty five per cent in the membership of Methodist Churches in 
the Idaho Conference. Bravely our Pastors turned their faces toward the 
morning and set out upon the new program. It is with no little satisfaction 
that we noted in the last available report from the Helena Office that it gave 
the Pocatello District not a twenty five per cent increase but one hundrel 
thirteen per cent of the quota for our District attained. We hope it is as good 
as it sounds. 

.These gains in membership. have been achieved in large part from the 
Sunday School and from buried church letters, which our Pastor at Idaho Fal s 
termed the ‘‘Lost Batallion.” 

Three Methodist evangelists visited our District during the winter and 
held a number of meetings. The increase in membership from these efforts 
was not however overwhelming. We are still profoundly committed to the 
notion that the Pastors assisting each other in evangelistic effort with perhaps 
a pastor relieved from the responsibility of a Charge, to cooperate and assist, 
will accomplish greater things and more healthy returns to the Church than 
birds of passage or any other kind of birds can hope to do. The great diffi- 
culty in the way seems to be to get both pastor and people to consent to the 
pastor’s absence from his own field while assisting a brother pastor. Very 
little can be accomplished if he must return to his own charge for Sunday 
services and for thirteen weddings and ten funerals while the meeting is on. 

The grouping of Pastors for evangelistic effort has possibilities which 
have not yet been realized, the vital interest of Sunday School teachers in the 
decision of children under their care is also a fruitful and vastly important 
field for results. These methods wil] bring returns if properly worked. 


Building Program 


We have been making some progress during the year in the equipment 
of our Churches. Perhaps the most extensive improvement was at 'Twin Falls 
where we purchased a parsonage at a cost of $8,500 and spent approximately 
Six Thousand Dollars in the improvement of the church. We have purchased 
during the year a six room parsonage at Murtaugh wi-h modern improvements 
and a smaller parsonage at Shelley. We have improved the parsonages at 
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Kimberley, Aberdeen, Shoshone, Idaho Falls and completed the parsonage at 
Buhl, making a comfortable home of six rooms and bath. If we may say so, 
without being suspected of double meaning, we are glad to see more of our 
parsonages coming into the bath room class. They are needed for the com- 
fort and satisfaction of the pastor and his family and the church will be 
rewarded with better service when the living conditions are more nearly what 
they cught to be. 


Women’ Work 


We have in the Pocatello District about twenty-five Ladies’ Aid Societies 
These Societies raised during the past year approximately Nine Thousand 
Dollars. Hight Women’s Foreign Missionary Societies and Five Women’s 
Home Missionary Societies. We think that there should be more of the two 
latter organizations and that they would be greatly encouraged by a more 
hearty sympathy on the part of the Church. 


The Traveling Preacher 


The year past has seen rather more than the usual number of changes 
on the District in the pastoral supply. Barly in the year, Rev. Wemmett was 
succeeded by J. C. Rollins, wno had been doing a fine work at Idaho Falls. 
Brother Richards transferred to Califcrnia Conference and Brother Place to 
Puget Sound. Brother Graham, for family reasons failed to occupy the field 
at Montpelier. However, we have been able to fill the ranks and come to the 
close of the year with allcharges occupied except one, a record not exceeded 
by any other denonimation operating within the bounds of the Pocatello Dis- 
trict. We believe in the traveling connection but would much prefer that 
pastors do their traveling at Conference time. Disrupted pastorates do 
ncé make for the well being of the Church. 

District Meetings 

During the course of the year, we have had some very interesting mect- 
ings. The year began with the Rural Schoo] at Gooding, which was well at 
tended and ably directed by Dr. Felton of the Home Board. Dr. Felton will 
be with us again this year and plans are being perfected for a meeting the 
latter part of September. At the Rural School a brief session of the District 
Conference was held and another brief session at the meeting of this Annual 
Conference. Twice our pastors were called together by the Inter-Church, 
once at Boise and again at Nampa. We have the district divided into five 
sub districts for the purpose of carrying on Evangelistic Work and for more 
intensive supervision of districts interests. We have regarded the chairman 
of the several sub-districts as a sort of cabinet and have consulted freely with 
them in regard to matters of importance. Toward the close of the year, we 
held a joint Hpworth League Institute with the Boise District. The Institute 
was under the direction of Dr. Tenney and Rey. Hertzog and was attended by 
ninety five young people, all of whom were enthusiastic in their reports of a 
splendid time they enjoyed and the good accomplished. They have voted to 
Lold a similiar session next year. 


Institutions 


The Methodist Church is mothering two institutions on the Pocatello 
District, the one at Gooding, the other at Lava Hot Springs. Early in the . 
fall drive was put on to build at Gocding a much needed boy’s dormitory ior 
Gooding College. The gratifying result of this campaign was one hundred and 
fifty thousand ($150,000) dollars for dormitory and twenty thousand ($20,000) 
towards a gymnasium. The dormitory is now under construction. Good 
ing College is making fine progress, under the leadership of Chas. W. Tenney, 
president. At Lava, we have a unique institution in the way of a health farm. 
The Conference first heard of this farm last year, when it was announced that 
a devoted member of theMethodist Church was prepared to bequeath to the 
Church her home and an institution known as Bristo] Park, comprising thirty- 
five acres of land in the suburbs of Lava and equipped with tents. With this 
as a beginning, Methodism, in the Idaho Conference made its initia] effort in 
institutions of mercy. This summer an additional acreage was secured and an 
abundant supply of natural hot water was developed upon it. The Methodist 
Church is exceedingly grateful to Mrs. Susie Bristol for her generous gift 
and to Rev. and Mrs. N. A. Pierce, who are giving their unstinted services to 
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the development of this institution. We are hoping that Idaho Conference‘s 
' venture in eleemosynary institutions will not stop with-Bristol Park, but will 
“go on to perfection” encouraged by the splendid success of our Area Sister on 
the North where six thriving hospitals proclaim the message of our King in 
healing to a suffering world. But more of this anon. 


Some Comparisons 


The property value of the Church in the Pocatello District has been 
gradually rising. Last year the property value in churches and parsonages 
increased from two hundred and sixty one thousand, two hundred and forty 
six ($261,246.00) dollars to two hundred and ninety-five thousand six hundred 
and eighty ($295,680.00) dollars and this year, while an off year for building, 
the construction work, together with the payment of debts will raise our val 
uation to over three hundred thousand dollars; add to this a hundred and 
eighty thousand raised for Gooding College and the Lava property, conserva 
tively valued at fifty thousand dollars and property vaules have practically 
doubled in the Pocatello District in the past two years. In Benevolent Giving, 
we increased last year from $6,026 to $11,196, almost one hundred per cent. 
What the increase is this year it was impossible to determine at the Fourth 
Quarterly Conference, because of the incompleteness of the report. Minister 
ial Support increased last year from thirty five thousand, nine hundred and 
forty four dollars, including house to thirty nine thousand nine hundred and 
fifty two this year it wil] approximate forty two thousand dollars with the 
“promise of a substantial increase for next year. Our ambition has been 
to realize the goal set by the lay elecioral Conference $1,200 and house 
fer every minister giving full time to the work,” and with two exceptions we 
have attained the goal. ; 


Future Program 


And now aword.as to the program of the future. In building operations 
we should complete the fine new thirty.thousand dollar Church at Buhl; erect 
a building at McCammon, Castle:Ford, Aberdeen and Gooding; build the first 
unit of the sanatorium at Laya and center upon an extensive improvement of 
parsonage buildings and furniture. Freight rates are too high and moving ex- 
penses too infrequently provided for, to require our pastors to move quantities 
of furniture about the Conference. Neither the Churches not the preacher can 
afford to furnish so much business for. the O. S. L. and incidentallly for the 
Mormon Church. Our Cenetnary subscription will require some careful and 
painstaking work if we are to realize the total. Some one has well said 
“The Centenary is over the top but the load is still at the bottom of the hill.” 
Our people must be kept informed as to what Centenary is accomplishing; 
the spirit of stewardship must be cultivated and decided improvement in the 
keeping of Centenary accounts must be instituted if our dream is to be real- 
ized and our missionary enterprise saved from embarassment and bitter disa- 
pointment. As ever and always “the ox that treads out the corn,” the pat 
jient every day pastor must be depended upon to save the day and the Centen 
ary collection from serious loss or disappointment stares us in the face. The 
year that is before us and the Divine Commission given unto our hands as a 
sacred trust should inspire us tc be instant in seascn and out of season for 
the salvation of the world. If it were possible for the District to realize an 
increase of twenty-five per cent in membership last year our interest in the 
Kingdom, and our anxiety for a lost world should inspire us to do even better 
this year. We cannot afford to do less. Let us continue to make the Sunday 
School evangelistic and gather in the wandering Church members and appeal 
to men everywhere to accept our Christ as their Redeemer and _ Savior. 
Brethren, I am persuaded there are possibilities in the unit system that we 
have not yet realized. What shail I more say? With all kindliness of purpose 
may I add, we need more of the purifying fire of the Holy Spirit; we need a 
singleness of purpose that shaJl enable us to forget petty politics, self and 
selfish ends, and throw ourselves with true abandon into the holy quest until 
we lead the world to the foot of the shining Cross of our Christ. If the rest 
lessness of the present hour in the world about us; if the bitter disappoint 
ment of the Inter Church in it’s so called friendly citizens who did not after 
all show themselves to be all together so friendly proves anything at all, it 
demonstrates the world’s great need of the Church today. Church denomina 
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tions may come and go; doctrines and beliefs may change, but it is the Church, 
after all, and not the world that must save the world. 

In conclusion, let me say that I have enjoyed the year exceedingly. It 
has not been without its problems, but who expected that it would be? My 
brethren did me the high honor to send me as their representative to General 
Conference. I am not responsible for all the things that were done there. 
Some things they did not even ask me about. But I tried to represent your in 
terests as best I could. Of one thing I am justly proud this morning. As a 
member of the Episcopal Committee, I had a small part, in the bringing to our 
Superintendency the beloved Bishop of our Area and again, Bishop Burns, we 
would welcome you to Helena Area and to the Idaho Conference. 

Respectfully, I submit this my fourth annual report to the Idaho Con 
ference for the Pocatello District.

TO THE PRESIDING BISHOP AND MEMBERS OF THE IDAHO CONFER 
ENCE: 

We desire to express, with this our second report tothe Conference,, 
gratitude to Almighty God for his mercies and blessings. The year has been 
one of spiritual profit and progress. The light shadows have fallen more fre- 
quently on our path than the dark ones. It goes without question that some 
achievements have not been accomplished and some could have been done 
better had they been done over. Herein is: demonstrated anew the needs of 
preaching the doctrine of repentance. 

On the whole, as a District, we are fartiher along today than we were a 
- year ago, numerically, financially and spiritually. We have been able to keep 
all pulpits filled or make some adjustments of the circuit so that all. have re 
ceived pastoral supervision. Since the adjournment of Conference we have 
had new pastors at First Church, Boise, Fruitland, Kuna, and Glenn’s Ferry. 
There have been adjustments on the following circuits incidental’ to the 
change of pastors, Pleasant Ridge, Apple Valley, Middleton and Appleton. The 
following pastors have been transferred in the District:: J. A. Glendenning 
from the lowa Conference and F. I. Poague from the Wyoming Conference. 
T. O. Grieves: was transferred to the Southern California Conference an 
Samuel Cheney to the Oregon Conference. 

We have been glad to cooperate with the evangelistic program of the 
Centenary. While attempting to avoid the sin of numbering Israe] we are glad 
to say there has been under the leadership of this department a good increase 
of members received into the Church. All Churches have not held revival 
services during the year for the time has not always been at hand. Yet a 
goodly number have done so with gratifying results. Among them, we men 
tion, Fruitland, Payette, Emmett, Caldwell, Weiser, Nampa and Sweet Circuit. 

The Inter Church World Movement afforded an opportunity under the 
heading “Gleanings fior the Centenary” to take care of some loca] interests. 
Under the plan worked out by the Conference Board of Home Missions, and 
Church Extensions Special Community projects were initiated at Cascade and 
Homedale. Immanuel, Boise, Barber and Mountain Home were able to take 
care of local needs. i 

In the matter of Church debts there is no charge on the District where 
there is embarassment. Both Immanuel and Caldwell, formerly heavily bur 
dened, are well on their way to the liquidation of their indebtedness. 

Emmett, Wilder, Fruitland and Meridian have cleared up all indebted 
ness. Weiser, Kuna and Cambridge, one year ago, somewhat troubled and dis 
couraged are now bouyant and optimistic. 

The district contributed splendidly to the fund for the new boy’s dor 
mitory at Gooding College. The College is continually winning friends and 
growing in favor throughout the District. There is.a pressing obligation on 
all our pastors to do all they van to raise the per capita of each charge to help 
meet the running expenses of the College. There has been a generous in 
crease of pastor’s salaries during the year. The following charges have either 
made increases or decided duYing the year to pay better salaries for the year 
to come: Meridian, Nampa, Hmmett, Payette, Fruitland, Glenn’s Ferry, Cam 
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bridge, Weiser Callister and Sweet Circuit. This means added efficiency and 
comfort for the pastors, who have felt the heavy cost of living more than 
any other class of people. The time is passed for a mendicant or semi mendi 
cant ministry. The laborer is worthy of his hire. The lack of growth in some 
of our charges was largely due to the fact that the pastor in order to sustain 
himself and family has been compelled to labor with his hands. The first © 
and the prime requisite of every charge is adequate support and a place for 
the pastor to live. A pastor, properly supported will build the Church. But 
a Church, ever so handsomely constructed and filled with people will soon dis 
integrate with out sufficient support for the man who is to lead them. 

On three different charges new building enterprises have been started. 
Through the splendid leadership of Dr. Parker, Nampa is almost ready to be 
gin work on her new sixty thousand dollar Church. If building conditions and 
labor permit, we expect to see the buiJding well under way by the time of our 
next Annual] Conference. A handsome raise has been made in the pastor’s 
salary. for next-year, which puts: this place among the first charges of the 
Conference. 

The youngest man on the District is the pastor of Fruitland charge. 
His push and progressive spirit have cleared the way for a remodling of the 
Church at approximately $4,000 and ‘this after a good sum has already been 
spent.in- repairing the parsonage. .Weiser is spending two thousand dollars 
in repairing the parsonage; which will be one of the best in the Conference. 

Brother J. H. Ross, under a liberal special fund from war reconstruction 
is preparing to take care of the sawmill and lumber camp at Barber. He is 
equipped with a moving picture machine and auto to. reach the different points 
of his work. Brother Ross is well suited for this kind-of work. The people 
rcjoice that he is.now able to spend his entire time in the work. 

Only once has the Angel of Death visited a home among the brethren. 
On the fifth of August, little Pauline Kendall, four-year-old daughter of Bro- 
ther and Sister Kendall of Sweet was burned to death. A lighted match set 
fire to her dress and before it could be extinguished the fiames had done their 
deadiy work. Brother and Sister Kendall have the sincerest symapthy from - 
the members of the Conference and their large number of friends. . 

The Epworth League Institute held at Gooding College was a most 
successful gathering. The attendance numbered approximately one hundred... 
Gocd spiritual interest was awakened in the hearts of all present... A large 
number of life decision cards were signed.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
Sabbath Observance 


Your committee on Sabbath Observance submits the following report: 

We are living in days of disorder and disintegration. This is an age of 
grand achievement, and unparalleled possibilities; but it is a. revolutionary 
age, an age that lacks the spirit of reverence. The ancient institution of the 
Sabbath is in danger. The pendulum has already swung from the strict 
Puritanic observance to the opposite extreme of irreverence and desecration. 

We believe it has been scientifically demonstrated that obedience to the 
law of the Sabbath is essential to the physical well being of man. Its correct 
observance is even more necessary to his spiritual welfare. The spending of 
the day in recreation may afford the needed physical and menial relaxation; 
but it will not supply the needs of the soul. Our answer to the increasing 
multitude, who justify their absence from the House of God on the ground 
that God can be found and ‘hay be worshipped anywhere is in the words of 
Frank Crane who said, “Talk as you will about finding God in field and forast, 
the race is centuries older and somewhat wiser than any of us, and the exver. 
ience of the race is that stated times and places of worship are pucieisele 
keep alive in man the spirit of worship.” ; 

We look with anxious concern on the gradual encroachment of business 
and pleasure upon the sacred rights of this day, and we seriously question the 
ultimate outcome of the tendency of some Sunday School classes to leave the 
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Church on Sunday and go to the mountains fior the study of the lesson, and of 
certain Church circles to plan Sunday picnics in order to popularize religious 
services. It is good psychology to turn the steps of the people toward the 
house of God at least one day in seven. 

We, therefore commend the Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Mcrals for its efforts to maintain the sanctity of the Sabbath and we suggest 
that the time is ripe for a persistent campaign on the part of pastors and 
pecyie for the purpose of securing a Sabbath observance that is sane and 
wholesome, that is in harmony with the teaching and spirit of the Master, 
and will contribute not only to man’s physica] but also to his spiritual needs. 


Epworth League 


The subject of the Epworth League is not and should never be a mere 
matter of statistical interest alone; it affects the deepest issues of the life 
of our young people, standing as it does for the coordination of the interests of 
the entire being, the physical, the intellectual and the spiritual presenting to 
us at once a challenge and an opportunity to our faith in the newer expres 
sions of Ohristian activity. An opportunity to develop a leadership in our 
beloved Church that can intelligently solve the ever present and pressing 
problems in presenting the outstanding truths of the sermon on the Mount. 


“Think not the faith by which the just shall live, 

Is a dead creed, a. map correct of heaven, 
Far less a feeling fond and fugitive, - 

A thoughtless gift, withdrawn as soon as given, 
It is an affirmation and an act, 

That bids eternal truth be present fact.” 


Our League Institutes held at Gooding College, and at. Wallowa Lake, 
planned and consumated by the vision of-our leaders, stand out as modern 
Mountain peaks of transfiguration, when under the spell of a mighty urge, 
many of the Leaguers in attendance dedicated their lives and talents to con- 
structive world program and service. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the League group furnishes the finest field in 
the Church for decision and training for future Leadership, that we pledge 
‘ourselves to take advartage of this psychological and spiritual fact, and help . 
our Heavenly Father call some of our choice young men and women into the 
special work of the Church.

Bible Cause Report 


Since we recognize the Bible as the one foundation of a true faith, the 
basis of all good citizenship. the rea] charter of our liberties, a constant lamp 
unto our feet, and a light unto our path; It is incumbent upon us as apostles 
of truth, to guard this treasure with peculiar Jealously and defend it most 
earnestly against every attempt, open or insidious, to weaken or discredit its 
teachings, especially in these days of restlessness when the heart of the world 
seems to be groping for something new, almost anything that is “different” it 
behooves the Church to place a distinct emphasis upon the everlasting Word 
of the Changeless God. 

We desire to express our belief that the Bible should have. its place 
in the public sdhool, and that it is the duty of every teacher in those schools 
to foster in the children and. youth under their care a reverence for the 
Scripture. 

We would urge our people to make a larger use of the Bible itself in the 
Sunday School session. 
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The great work of the American Bible Society through its publication 
of the Scripture in many tongues, and by its vast system of Scriptures distri- 
bution is so vitally related to the work of our Church, that there should be the 
closest bond of smypathetic cooperation between them.

Well did D. L. Moody say; “Save a generation of children and 
you have put the devil out of business.” Save our young people is the supreme 
task of the Church Centenary: We believe that the pastor is the key man in 
the Church ofthefuture, as well as the past, and if the great cause is to suc- 
ceed we must ever keep it before the people and urge that the subscriptions be 
paid promptly. To falter now along any line connected with the Centenary, 
is to invite failure. Everlastigly at it should be our motto. 

The denominational school has now, as never before become a necessity. 
Far too long have we depended upon state institutions, often tinctured with 
gross materialism and atheism, to educate cur boys and girls. We need to 
get back of our own institutions of learning, and surround our future leaders 
with the best Christian influences possible. 

Not only colleges but hospitals as well. Everywhere these institutions 
are springing up, under denominational influences, and our great Church is 
just as able to do our full share for suffering humanity as others.. Ever re- 
membering the Master’s words, “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the least 
of these ye have done it unto me.” 

Another fact that needs emphasis In this critical hour of the world’s 
history is that we have a gospel for the laboring masses. We must not wait 
for them to come to us. But go to them. The personal touch means just as 
much today as it didin the day when Christ walked the shores of Galilee, 
seeking for souls. School houses in rural sections, halls in our cities, every- 
where and every way let us present Christ as the world’s best friend. 

The subject of better parsonages for our preachers is a vital one. ‘This 
is the only home, thege faithful servants know and they deserve just as good 
and comfortable homes as the people themselves enjoy. Let there be a cam 
paign of education and agitation along this line, and there wil] be far less dis 
satisfaction and often times desertion from the ranks of the ministry.

Report of Board of Education for Negros 


One of the greatest problems confronting the American people is the 
Negro problem. 

Just how to adjust the relation between the white and black races will 
not only require consumate statesmanship, but also the recognition of the 
Negro’s claim as a man and as a citizen. In view of the fact that prejudice 
against the black is increasing among us often resulting in riots and the 
disregard of constitutional law, it is therefore obligatory upon the part of the 
Christian Church to emphatically insist upon the rights of men everywhere of 
whatever race or color; condemning that unchristian sentiment arising from 
accident of birth or. race characteristics, and thus bringing our most sacred 
institutions into contempt. 

We, therefore, commend the work of the Board of Education for Negros 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church as a vital educational and religous factor 
in the solution of thismost difficult problem, and recommend the observance 
of Lincoln Day in February as crdered by the General Conference.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON FINANCE, TO THE IDAHO 
CONFERENCE, IN SESSION AT CANYON CITY, OREGON, 1920. 


Since this Commission was instituted two years ago, the fact that our 
District Superintendents were not receiving the financial support they should 
receive to enable them to pay their bills promptly, without borrowing, until 
late in the Conference year, was brought to light; and also that many Charges 
neglect to pay theirapportionments to the District Superintendents, until the 
very last of the Conference year, thus often necessitating a heart breaking 
struggle to raise funds for this purpose, and oftentimes to the utter neglect 
of the Episcopal, and Conference Claimants Funds. 

Now, therefore, we do hereby recommend, and earnestly urge that every 
Charge, whether station or circuit, do not later than the first quarterly Con- 
ference, so provide, that not only shall the pastor be paid weekly, or monthly, 
but that sufficient money be provided to pay the District Superintendent in 
full every month, and also to provide for the Conference Claimants and the 
Episcopal Funds, in order to avoid the struggle, often futile, at the end of the 
Conference year. 

To this end we earnestly recommend tithing and that every dollar of 
Ministerial Funds shal] be prorated, when received, to include pastor, District 
Superintendent, General Superintendent and Conference Claimants. 

We also recomment that the salaries of the District Superintendents 
shall be equalized so that every District Superintendent shal] receive the same 
amount of money.

‘The Treasurer of the above named Commission presents the following 
report:- : 

Money in the Permanent Fund is $1061.31. 

Annuity is $1000.00 

Earnings for the year ending September 1, 1920, is $39.05. 

We believe the time has come for the Idaho Conference to institute a 
forward movement looking to the enlargement of the Permanent Fund of the 
Conference. We do not, however, advise the placing of a man in the field at 
this time for the purpose of securing funds. 

We make the following recommendations for your careful considerat on, 
each of which we believe to be oi vital importance as preparatory work in in- 
forming our people concerning the justice and needs of the claims of the re- 
tired minister and his dependents. : 

1. It shall be the unvarying policy of the Conference to hold its Con- 
ference Claimants anniversary on the evening of Conference Sunday for the 
next several years, or until such time as the Conference shall deem best to 
alter its policy. 

2. We shalj at once begin a campaign of publicity in every Charge of 
the Conference wherein we shali endeavor to inform ourselves and our people 
as to the needs and justice of this cause which has far too long waited for 
recognition. This campaign contemplates at least one public meeting in each 
Charge during the year, the generous distribution of printed matter, and per- 
sonal visitation and correspondence concerning annuities, etc. etc. 

We recommend that W. W. VanDusen be requested to act as director of 
this plan of publicity without compensation. 

8. We advise that the self imposed tax upon each memper of the Con- 
ference which was ordered a year ago be fully paid during the next sixty 
days to W. W. VanDusen. This tax of one half of one per cent of each cash 
salary shall be used to pay the expenses of the Commission and of the public- 
ity campaign. 

We also heartily express our appreciation of the efficient service of Dr. 
S. J. Greenfield of the Board of Conference Claimants, who has rendered us 
most valuable advice and service.

REV. A. W. ROBERTS 


Rey. A. W. Roberts, whose death occurred March 24, 1920, in Tuscon, 
Arizona, was born in, Indiana, June 16, 1864. He came to this country at the 
age of 17 years, and with his parents settled in Oregon. He studied early for 
the ministry, and was ready to take up pastoral work soon after reaching his 
majority. Brother Roberts was married to Miss Jocelyn Koontz in 1898, and 
entered the Columbia River Conference serving a pastorate at that time, and 
continuing in the work until 1918, when fhe was transferred to the Idaho Con 
ference to serve as Pastor at Island City. He attained his B. D. at Portland 
University, his “A. B.” at Montana Wesleyan University. He took post grad 
uate work, and attended lectures in philosophy under Dr. Bowen, Boston 
University, and American University, Washington, D. C. 

Brother Roberts held some of the leading pastorates in the Columbia 
River Conference, including Cheney, Pomeroy, Grangeville, Dayton and 
Bonners Ferry. In October, 1218, he was stricken with the “flu” developing 
pneumonia and followed by puimonary troubles which finally laid him low 
and baffled the skill of physicians, who finally ordered his removal to more fav 
orable climatic conditions. He died at Tuscon, Arizona, at the age of 55 
years, having been there about a year. His wife with unceasing devotion 
was with him ministering to his physical wants to the last. His later days 
though spent upon a bed of pain, were marked by a beautiful Christian forti 
tude, patiently waiting the call of the Master whom he served, and testifying 
this as he passed into his wcll earned reward. He is survived by his widow 
and three brothers, L. S. Roberts of Dayton, Washington; W. O. Roberts of 
Walla Walla, Washington and E. F. Roberts of Cove, Oregon. His body was 
brought to Walla Walla and funeral services were held in Pioneer Church, con 
ducted by Dr. T. W. Lane. Interment was in the family plot in Mountain 
View cemetery. 





Rev. Thomas Johns 


At an early hour, August 2, 1%20, Rev. Thomas Johns, of Wendell, Idaho 
suffered a stroke which brought his useful life to a sudden end. Approximate- 
ly at one o’clock Mr. Johus arose from his bed and went to the kitchen to 
get a drink. Just as he reached to turn the faucet he was striken, the water 
glass falling from his hand, and he to the floor, dying without a struggle. 

Mr. Johns was born in St. Just, Cornwall, England, January 30, 1860. 
Aa a boy he worked in the Cernwall tin mines. The year following his 
marriage to Helen Burt he came to America by way of Canada to be follow- 
ed the next year by the young bride. After spending some years in the lumber 
camps of eastern Canada and northern Vermont, Mr. Johns worked in the coal 
mines of Pennsylvania and the iron mines of northern Michigan. During the 
depression of the early nineties he decided to join his brother, Richard in the 
jnter-mountain district,andin 1894, moved to Eureka, Utah. Here he had 
been employed for years as a miner and timberman, when Dr. T. C. lif, then 
superintendent of Utah Mission prevailed upon him to enter the Christain 
ministry. Mr. Johns had been a Methodist local preacher in England and 
after being convinced that he could be of real service in reaching the working 
man in western camps he accepted the pastorate at Bingham Canyon, a typical 
western mining town. Thus began the active work to which he gave himself 
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without reserve the last twenty years of his life. He served in the capacity of 
pastor at Bingham Canyon and Murray, Utah, at Mackay, Glens Ferry and 
Wendell, Idaho and Wallowa and Ontario, Oregon . 

Mr. Johns was highly respected in every community in which he lived. 
His ministry of comfort and good cheer won for him hosts of friends who 
mourn their loss. Though limited in schoo] training, he was profoundly ed- 
ucated in the practical things of life. Possessed of good judgment, greatness 
of heart and a passion for service he spent his life for others. 

The last hour came as he would have wished it. He had just finished 
his Sabbath duties, having preached twice at Wendell, August 1. He served to 
the last. He leaves a widow, a daughter, Mrs. H. J. Barton of Wendell, and 
two sons, R. S. Johns of Salt Lake City and C. L. Johns, principal of Wasatch 
Academy, a Presbyterian school, Mt. Pleasant, Utah. Three brothers and 
two sisters survive. . 

‘The funeral was conducted August 4, from his own pulpit amid a vast 
concourse of people : 

Rev. H. S. Hamilton and Rev. J. W. Miller made suitable addresses. 
Rey. M. J. Brown read the scriptures. Rev. C. E. Deal and Rev. W. J. Douglass 
offered prayers and Rev. C. O. Heath pronounced the benediction. 

The Masonic fraternity, of which he was a member, had the services, 
at the cemetery. 

Dr. J. T. McFarland wrote words well fitted to Brother Johns: 


“There walked and talked a man and God; - 
A fragrance lingered where they trod; 
Music circled when they spoke, 
And over them a glory broke. 
They walked and talked for many years; 
The way was called “the way of tears,” 
But he that walked with God received 
Such comfort that he little grieved. 
“And walking thus and talking so, 
, The man and God fared onward slow 
Until they reached a certain spot 
Where God took man, and he was not.”

VI. A member shal] be denied the right to vote on a question if outside 
the bar at the time the vote is taken, unless he has been gYanted leave of 
absence.

No man shall be received on tria] into this Conference who is over 
35 years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the Confer- 
ence who isover 37 years of age. 


X. The Idaho Conference will not recognize credentials from ‘churches that 
are not affiliated with the “Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America.” 


XI. The standing rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered or 
suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 


XII. The Rules of Order adcpted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in the above Rules. 


XIII. It shall be the duty of the President to see that these rules are ob- 
served, but it maybethe privilege of any member to call this attention to the 
fact that the rules are being violated.
